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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Croydon: 

My  third  annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  schools 
of  Croydon  is  herewith  presented.  It  is  the  seventeenth 
such  report  which  has  been  presented  to  the  District, 

SURVEY 
The  educational  program  of  the  schools  has  moved 
forward  with  rather  more  than  the  usual  degree  of 
progress.  Teachers  and  pupils  show  an  interest  in 
their  work  and  the  pupils  are  learning  the  value  of 
closer  effort.  No  changes  among  the  teachers  have 
taken  place.  One  general  teachers'  meeting  has  been 
held  and  frequent  teachers'  conferences.  Each  school 
has  been  visited  practically  each  two  weeks  during  the 
year  and  at  various  times  during  the  day.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  greater  success  may  result  by  a  consistent 
attention  to  the  classroom  details.

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A  comparison  of  the  preceding  tables  with  those 
of  previous  years  seems  to  establish  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  great  increase  in  the  school  population. 
Neither  is  there  any  marked  decrease  except  at  the 
Village  School.  It  is  probable  that  there  will  be  need 
for  some  years  to  come  of  a  continuation  of  the  pres- 
ent schools  and  buildings. 

BUILDINGS 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  that  we  are  able 
to  point  to  the  very  marked  improvement  which  has 
been  made  in  the  Village  School.  This  work  was  done 
with  funds  raised  by  the  District  rather  than  by  utiliz- 
ing any  type  of  Federal  assistance.  The  building  was 
entirely  renovated  during  the  summer  vacation.  This 
means  that  the  building  is  now  properly  lighted;  that 
a  new  chimney  has  been  built;  and  that  the  interior 
and  exterior  of  the  building  have  been  thoroughly  re- 
painted and  put  into  first-class  condition.  While  these 
changes  were  somewhat  more  costly  than  originally 
anticipated,  nevertheless  they  have  made  possible  a 
much  more  wholesome  environment  for  the  pupils  in 
carrying  on  their  usual  work.  At  some  time  it  would 
be  very  desirable  to  have  this  building  equipped  with 
modern  single  seats  as  those  in  present  use  have  be- 
come practically  worn  out  and  should  be  replaced 
when  an  opportunity  affords.  It  should  be  noted  that 
favorable  comment  concerning  the  improvements  made 
has  been  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation and  from  casual  visitors  and  tourists  passing 
through  the  tov/n.  The  red  brick  of  this  building 
may  help  prolong  the  traditions  of  the  "  little  red 
schoolhouse"  within  which  so  many  of  our  worthy 
citizens  of  generations  ago  received  their  earlier  edu- 
cation. The  building  at  Croydon  Flat  should  be  re- 
conditioned   just   as   soon   as  the  citizens  feel  that  the 
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expense  can  be  undertaken.  It  is  now  quite  certain 
that  there  will  be  an  increased  allotment  to  the  Dis- 
trict from  the  State  of  $500  to  $600.  If  to  this  is 
added  a  sum  of  $200  or  $300  by  the  District,  it  will 
be  possible  to  make  the  needed  changes  at  that  school. 
The  very  latest  information  regarding  the  State  allot- 
ment is  that  there  will  be  a  still  further  grant  to 
Croydon.  Should  this  actually  materialize  the  repairs 
can  be  done  to  the  Flat  School  at  no  actual  present 
cost  to  the  District  other  than  the  utilization  of  addi- 
tional funds  received  from  the  State  Department,  pro- 
vided the  same  amount  be  raised  by  taxation  as  was 
raised  last  year.  It  will  require  only  a  vote  of  the 
District  authorizing  the  School  Board  to  proceed  with 
the  work  utilizing  such  funds  as  may  be  available 
without  adding  to  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised 
by  taxation.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  need  for 
other  large  repairs  to  the  several  school  buildings.  The 
Village  School  is  practically  completed.  The  Ryder's 
Corner  School  is  in  good  condition  and  this  recom- 
mended work  at  the  Flat  will  provide  comfortable 
and  wholesome  surroundings  for  all  of  the  pupils  of 
Croydon.  It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  your  Superintend- 
ent to  give  such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  assist 
the  School  Board  in  the  carrying  forward  and  com- 
pletion of  this  project. 

BUDGET 

The  balance  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1935 
was  about  $300  greater  than  that  estimated  in  the 
annual  report.  This  has  meant  that  the  cost  of  re- 
pairs made  was  very  largely  met  by  the  special  appro- 
priation and  the  unexpected  balance  indicated  without 
the  additional  raising  of  funds  by  the  town.  The 
proposed  budget  for  the  year  calls  for  an  assessment 
of  the   same   as   that   of  last  year  without  the  special 
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appropriation.  Since  this  amount  is  several  hundred 
dollars  less  than  the  appropriation  asked  for  two  or 
three  years  ago  it  is  hoped  that  the  citizens  will  be 
willing  to  grant  the  requests  as  indicated.  So  far  as 
the  operation  of  the  schools  is  concerned  purchases 
have  been  made  of  only  those  items  which  were  needed 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  instruction. 

HEALTH 

It  may  not  be  entirely  understood  by  the  citizens 
that  the  health  work  of  the  schools  is  carried  on  with 
the  help  of  State  Aid  which  is  received.  The  State 
Department  allots  to  a  district  for  health  purposes  a 
certain  sum  for  each  individual  pupil.  When  it  is 
possible  for  a  District,  as  in  the  case  of  Croydon,  to 
employ  a  nurse  who  devotes  her  whole  time  to  public 
school  work  the  State  Department  pays  practically  the 
entire  cost  of  such  service.  Since  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment no  longer  carries  on  a  program  which  makes 
possible  provision  for  mid-morning  luncheons  and 
other  health  activities,  it  becomes  more  and  more  nec- 
essary for  local  communities  to  do  what  seems  to  be 
needful  to  promote  the  health  and  well  being  of  the 
boys  and  girls. 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  routine  health  inspection  shows  improvement 
in  health  habits  and  personal  hygiene.  Thirty-three 
school  visits  were  made  for  health  objectives  during 
the  year.  Such  things  as  cuts,  sprains,  inflamed  eyes, 
boils  or  skin  eruptions  were  treated  in  school.  The 
other  defects  were  referred  to  the  family  physician. 
Nineteen  home  visits  were  made  by  the  nurse  to  re- 
port and  stimulate  attention  regarding  handicapping 
physical  conditions.  The  parents  showed  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  their  children.

Croydon  is  one  of  the  communities  which  has  not 
permitted  the  depression  to  greatly  curtail  her  educa- 
tional interest  in  her  children.  The  sooner  that  all 
communities  of  the  state  and  country  view  education 
from  this  standpoint  the  more  likely  it  will  be  that  the 
on-coming  citizens  will  have  a  wholesome  attitude 
toward  and  genuine  respect  for  the  democracy  in  which 
we  live  and  in  which  we  believe.
